A Spelling Lesson 
Th^ English 
language probably 
presents more difficulties in spell­ 
ing than does any other. 
The old-fashioned 
spelling 
bee 
perhaps has gone out of style, but 
spelling is still an accomplishment 
to be desired. 
There is a sort of spelling instinct, 
or spelling consciousness, by whicii 
one is able to recognize instantly 
the correct or incorrect spelling of 
words. 
This probably comes most 
from practice. 
Ernest Horn, of Iowa Htate T nl- 
versity, and E. J. Aahbaugh, of Ohio 
State University, have prepared 
a 
list of words which, according to 
Dr. Horn’s investigation of writing 
vocabulary, maintain a spelling dif­ 
ficulty of fifty per cent or more for 
eighth grade pupils. 
For those who like that sort of 
thing some selections from this list 
aro here made:

Reasonable Use 
Of Horn к Urged 


Motor Club Head Aids Campaign 


Against Useless Noises By 


Autoist« 


An appeal to m otorists generally 
to aid in the elimination of sense­ 
less noises and to take the ra u c o u s; 
notes out of those that seem rela- ( 
tively useful has been made by J 
B. N. Hanlon, secretary of the New 
Castle A. A. A. While the automo-i 
bile has brought Innumerable bless­ 
ings, Mr. Hanlon points out, It also 
has brought innum erable noises th a t 
should be eliminated. 
“ Every motorist is compelled to 
use the horn on his car. 
It is a j 
vital bit of equipm ent,” says Mr. i 
Hanlon. 
“ However, there Is an in­ 
telligent standard in this aspect of 
driving that every motorist can try 
to reach. 
“ A movement has been launched 
by the American Automobile Asso­ 
ciation with which this club is af­ 
filiated, toward the elim ination of j 
useless noises by automobile o w n -; 
ers and the argum ents 
advanced I 
are soundly based 
on 
facts. Cer­ 
tain classes of motorists, entirely 
through thoughtlessness, of course, 
never find themselves in any sort 
of traffic predicam ent th a t their 


first thought is not for the horn 
button. 
“ When approaching a street in­ 
tersection, regardless of the fact 
that the pedestrian has the right of 
way, they resort to the horn in a 
seeming attem pt to blast the walk­ 
er out of his legal rights. 
“ That Is only one instance of this 
sort of careless horning. 
“ There are dozens of times when 
use of the horn is absolutely im­ 
perative. W hen passing another ve­ 
hicle, one is legally compelled 
to 
give 
a 
warning. 
A 
warning 
is 
enough. 
There 
is nothing to be 


gained from pushing on the horn 
button until one has passed 
the 
vehicle ahead. 
Still, thousands of 
motorists do it. 
They are not sat­ 
isfied with a m ere warning. 
“ Rounding curves, usually calls 
for the use of the horn. Here ts an­ 
other case when there is a reason­ 
able limit to the use of it. A signal 
is a signal only so long as it does 
not become acutely annoying to the 
person whose attention one Is try ­ 
ing to attract. 
After that, too of­ 
ten, it becomes a distinct challenge. 
“ One of the most annoying 
of 
noises is that created by the auto- 


mobili8t who wants to attract thj 
attention 
of 
some one insidj 
building. 
“ Fse the horn, but use it intel­ 
ligently.”
